N Hereas the Oath of Allegiance deuiſed by Our 
2 Parliament, and defended by Our Royall Penne, hath not onely bene im⸗ 
„Nl pugned by Contradittion, but alſo hath bene endeuouredto be made fru⸗ 
EY rate, by diuers ſetret pꝛatttzes, and denites; whereby either to dilwade 
Dur Sudietts from the taking of the ſame , oꝛ otherwiſe to make them 
. take it onely in diſſimulation, to auoyd the penalties of Law inflicted 
vpon the refuler : nee in Our Pꝛintely wiſedome, calling to minde that the terrourofLawes 
without Jnſtruction and Education, is but an vnperfect remedie ; haue thought good, That 
there ſhould be coupleda bziefe and perſpicuous Bookeo2 Treatiſe, Intituled. 6 OD AND 
THE KING, Oꝛ à Diologue, ſhewing that Our SoueraigneLozd King 1 a « = s, being 
immediate vnder 8 O D, Within his Domintons, doeth rightfully clatme whatſoeuer is re- 
quired by The Oath of Allegiance : fit foꝛ the tapatitie of Pouth, whereby in their tender peeres, the 
trueth of that Doctrine may be bzed and ſettled in them, and thereby they the better armed, and 
pꝛepared to withſtand any perſwaſions which in their riper yeeres, may be offeredandvſedto- 
wards them, foz the cozruptingofthem,tnthetr duetie and Allegiance ; And allo, may pzenent - 
and auoyd their incurring the danger of Hur Lawes foꝛ refuſingthe ſame.
